Dear Mr* Hunter: 

The purpose of my writing is to advise you of my Intent to resign as a District Executive 
with the Susquehanna Council, Boy Scouts of America. In accordance with my fetter 
of employment, dated June 3, 1975, it is understood fhat a 30-day written statement 
will be adequate notice for my termination of contract. 

This action is being taken as a result of personal concerns for my inability to effectively 
cope with the demands of the job. In my year of employment with the Council as a 
Professional Scouter, I have felt an increasing lack of enthusiasm for a program which 
has meant so much to me in the past as a volunteer and direct participant as a Scout. 
[ have also neglected my personal life to such an extent that I have developed a loss 
of touch with myself, my personal ideals, and my goals in life* It is therefore my Final 
realization after many long hours of deliberation that my love for the Scouting program 
at the present time can best be executed at the non-professional level. 

It should be carefully understood that this resignation should in no way reflect any 
feeling on my behalf of lack of consideration or cooperation shown to me on the part 
of fellow employees, the Council Executive Board, or volunteer structure. The concern 
rather rests with my personal resolution that my services to the Council have in many ways 
been ineffective and would continue to be so. 

It is with sincere regret that I terminate this contract with the Susquehanna Council, 
B«SjK 9 because of the expense, support, and trust which have been commissioned to 
me. I am convinced however that as a member of the Professional Staff of the Council 
that my decision for resignation is for the best of all concerned. 

My hopes and prayers continue to be with yours in the realization of the best program 
available for our youth of today.

between Mr. Lieter and a young scout, "Cork" admitted his guilt before us. 

In closing, Mr. Lieter stated he felt that he had his problem under 
control now and was not totally homosexual but rather bisexual in nature. 

In conclusion we felt that Mr. Lieter should resign in light of the 
current developments. He agreed. He also stated that he hoped that 
this information would not be sent on to national. He further stated 
that he hoped he could continue in the scouting program at another" 
council. 

All the adults confronting Mr. Lieter have a high degree of respect and 
admiration for the work he has done in scouting. He is truly a top notch 
scouter. We feel it is unfortunate that such an incident had to occur 
which diminishes his bright career.

During the evening of May 22nd, 1976 f while attending the Order of 
the Arrow weekend at Camp Karoondinah, I was approached by three adults 



and I left the Dining Hall; at this time I was informed that there was a 
problem with one of the professionals* They were prepared at this time to 
come forward with names and facts concerning certain allegations of homo- 
sexual activities conducted by Harold Leiter. 

Realizing the volatile nature of the allegations, I decided that the 
fewer number of people knowing the names of those involved the better* 
Based on this premise, I then asked the three if they would be willing to 
confront Harold with the allegations. They were, and did so a short while 
later* 

After their meeting with Harold, they again met with me and told me 
that, having been faced with the accusations, Harold had admitted, with some 
relief, their validity. I asked if there was any doubt whether they could 
keep things under control until after the weekend activities were over. 
There being none, I departed camp. 

Sunday, May 23rd . 1976, I called Harold on the telephone, and I told 
him that he should see me in the Williamsport office on Monday. At this time 
I told Harold that, as far as I was concerned, he had only one choice even 
though the volunteers had offered him two choices (transfer or resignation). 
I did not specify the choices, and Harold's answer was that he agreed he 
had only one choice and would hand in his resignation. Harold then asked 
what he should do until termination and my answer was . to. divorce himself & 
from any and all activities pertaining to his role as a Professional Scouter. 

On May 24a, while preparing to go to the office, I was called by 
Harold, who then came out to the house, we discussed the matter while I 
had breakfast, and again the subject was the maintenance of a low profile 
on the entire matter so as to preclude involving more people than need be. 
It was on our way to the office that Harold was involved in an automobile 
accident which required emergency treatment. 

After Harold's return from the hospital, his resignation was 
formally tendered pending approval by Mel Hunter, who was at that time on 
vacation. Jerry Olsen being in charge at the time, put Harold on sick 
leave. Jerry was informed only of the resignation, not of the reason for 
the resignation. It was then I was told that nothing could be done on the
